OBJECTIVES IN THE CHRISTIAN EDUCATION OF ADULTS 


We are happy to report that official ap- 
proval has been given toa "statement of 
adult objectives" which will henceforth serve 
as our basic document in the formulation of 
adult curriculum and program. These object- 
ives are to be published soon in printed form 
for distribution to all who may wish to use 
ec in adult conferences, camps, and insti- 

es. 


Due to limitations of space, we shall 
not reproduce the GREAT OBJECTIVE in Chris- 
tian education which is know to all our 
readers and which serves as the preamble to 
this document. The following statement seeks 
to analyze the Great Objective and to show 
how it is related to the learming process 
which extends throughout the whole range of 
adult life and experience. 


I. THE ADULT AND GOD. To foster aconscious- 

ness of the reality of God in human ex- 
perience; to seek the development of a sense 
of personal relationship with him as Creator 
and Father; and to emphasize that God has a 
purpose which he is working out in his world 
and that men and nations shall be judged in 
the light of their conformity tohis will for 
them. 


II. THE ADULT AND JESUS CHRIST. To intro- 

duce men and women to Jesus Christ, the 
Son of God who became man, through whom alone 
there is forgiveness of sins, release from 
guilt and fear, and the assurance of eternal 
life, thus giving meaning to existence now 
and hereafter; to encourage and aid their 
continuous growth in fellowship with Christ 
and with one another as members of the Body 
of Christ; and to further their understand- 
ing of his life and teachings. 


III. THE ADULT AND THE HOLY SPIRIT. To help 

adults receive the Holy Spirit and to 
know him as God working to bring man to re- 
pentance, end working to effect in believers 
the new life in Christ, giving enlightenment, 
guidance, power, comfort, and development in 
Christlike character. 


IV. THE ADULT AND THE BIBLE. To foster an 

unders ng and love of the Bible and 
to make adults aware of God's revelation 
through the Scriptures; to give a knowledge 
of their origin end content; to show their 
value in wnderstanding the movements of God 


in history and in the development of the 
Christian religion; also to encourage the 
use of the Bible for guidance in personal 
living under the leading of the Holy Spirit. 


V. THE ADULT AND THE CHURCH. Lo 

adults into a deeper understanding of 
the nature, heritage, and purpose of the 
whole Christian church; to train them in the 
heritage and program of the Baptist fellow- 
ship; to develop in them the desire to be- 
come informed and useful members of a Bap- 
tist church and to participate actively in 
the Christian world mission.

VI. THE ADULT AND SOCIAL RESPONSIBILITY. To 

awaken within adults the consciousness 
of their social responsibility as Christians 
to all men; to lead them into a _ growing 
ability and disposition to participate in 
and contribute constructively to the build- 
ing of a Christian social order throughout 
the comnmmnity, the nation, and the world; 
and to help them to discover and practice 
Christlike attitudes of compassion, justice, 
and love for people of all races, cultures, 
classes, and nations, that the kingdom of 
God may come. 


VII. THE ADULT AND PERSONAL CHRISTIAN LIVING. 

To encourage adults to use the divine- 
ly appointed means of personal Christian 
growth such as Bible reading, prayer, medi- 
tation, regular church attendance, and 
Christian fellowship; to show the relevance 
of the Christian faith to the problems of 
personal experience; to foster a sense of 
Christian vocation and stewardship of time, 
talents, and possessions; to emphasize the 
need of disciplined Christian living, and 
the cultivation of moral and spiritual in- 
tegrity in all the affairs of life. 


THE ADULT AND THE HOME. To help 
adults ristian homes in which 
ell the richest values of Christian faith 
and life are conserved and made increasingly 
significant; +o develop a clear understand- 
ing that the primary responsibility for the 
Christian education of the family lies in 
the home; to provide instruction in the ful- 
fillment of this responsibility; to guide 
all members of the family in the Christian 
use of leisure time and recreation; and to 
minister more adequately to adults of older 
years.

REPORT 
TIME 
APPROACHES 


Report time is practically here, and with it 
comes the opportunity to review and to ana- 
lyze the achievement made in missionary edu- 
cation by the Local Church, Association, 
State, and Convention. As leaders in the 
local churches compare their record for 1952 
-1953 with previous records, so will state 
and national leaders make similar compari- 
sons. The results of these studies will in- 
dicate where special emphases should be 
placed in the 1953-1954 program. 


"The Record and Annual Report Book for the 
Woman's Society and the Program of Mission- 
ary Education in an American Baptist Church" 
will be sent by the National Council of 
American Baptist Women to each Association 
President in quantities sufficient for dis- 
tribution to the president of the Woman's 
Society in each local church. The price of 
the book == which will become a permanent 
record for the church is 50 cents. 


On pages 43 and 44 of "The Record and 
Annual Report Book" will be found the Annu- 
al Report of the Committee on Missionary and 
Stewardship Education in the Local Church. 
This report should be filled out by the 
Chairman of the Committee on Missionary and 
Stewardship Education in the Local Church. 
If, however, there is no committee nor 
chairman, then this report should be made by 
the Vice-President of Missionary and 
Stewardship Education in the Woman's 
Society. When completed it should be mailed 
to the Association Vice-President of Mis- 
sionary and Stewardship Education. These 
reports will be recorded by the Association 
Vice-President of Missionary and Stewardship 
Education on the Annual Report Blanks which 
she received during March from the state 
Vice-President of Missionary and Stewardship 
Education. State and Association Annual Re- 
port Blanks were sent during the latter part 
of February to the State Vice-Presidents of 
Missionary and Stewardship Education with 
letters containing suggestions. 


The duplicate copy of this report is to be 
retained in the Record Book for a permanent 
record in the church. Since missionary edu- 
cation is a program for the entire church, 
it is extremely important that this record 
be available for the use of the Committee on 
Missionary Education in the local church and 
for the Board of Christian Education of 
which the Chairman of the Committee on Mis-

"STRATEGY B" 
COACHING CONFERENCES 


Successful in 
South Dakota 


Soon after the confer- 
ences were held, State 
Director of Christian 
Education Vernon F. 
Legg wrote: "Our first 
attempt at 'Strategy Bt 
Coaching Conferences in 
South Dakota was held 
in November, 1952. A team composed of James 
E. Fidler, Robert Frerichs, Janet Herring 
and Vernon Legg held two-day coaching con- 
ferences in three areas in the state. The 
response to these conferences was very good, 
and over 100 persons were trained as poten- 
tial teachers of the four basic first series 
courses. In addition to the valuable coach- 
ing for teaching courses, I believe one of 
the great benefits to be derived will come 
from making more of our church leaders ac- 
quainted with our total program of leader- 
ship education; and helping them to see the 
desperate need of having a definite plan for 
enlisting and training leaders in their 
church, regardless of how small or how 
large." Two months later, Mr. Legg wrote: 
"Our emphasis on leadership education 
through the ‘Strategy B' coaching confer- 
ences is beginning to bear fruit. Some 
churches are teaching courses for the first 
time in years. Iam being asked to help 
churches plan their training programs.... 
Things are most encouraging." 


The national director was delighted with the 
way "Strategy B" was promoted and carried 
through by Vernon Legg. Thanks to the 
coaches who helped many churches to 
strengthen their teaching work through pro- 
viding a better trained lay leadership.

EXPERIMENTAL SESSIONS 


FOR 1953 


The Anderson Camp at the American Baptist 
Assembly is expanding its program this sea- 
son with the addition of two new camps. 


One is a Junior Camp, codirected by LaDonna 
Bogardus of thé fothodist Church and Lois 
Blankenship of our American Baptist Conven- 
tion. The dates are August 15-27. 


Those directors in the area of Green Lake 
could help us greatly by encouraging junior 
campers to participate in this camp. It is 
a highly experimental camp, designed both 
for training of leaders and for determining 
direction for future junior camp materials. 


The second new camp at Green Lake is the 
Church Camp Training session,for adult lead- 
ers of camping only. Both camp directors 
and camp counselors will find this valuable. 
The sessions will be limited to 50 people. 


This specialized camp will provide skills in 
camping, experience in small group living, 
and time for discussion on the techniques of 
administering the church camp and the phi- 
losophy of church camping. 


Directors of Christian education should make 
this conference a "must" in their training 
schedule for themselves and particularly for 
their camp directors. It is suggested that 
you pool transportation and come in a single 
car in order to cut dow the cost. A $10 
registration fee plus the board and room 
cost of approximately $4 a day will be the 
total cost of this camp in addition to 
travel. 


The other two experimental camps to be held 
at Green Lake this season are the Junior 
and the Senior 


High Camp, June 28-July ll, 

High Frontier Camp, July 11-21. Those in- 
torested in cooperating in these camps as 
counselors should contact this department 
for further information.
